Now in charge of his boy- 
hood hero club after a glittering play- 
ing career and in his short term at the 
helm of the Lions, Goran has installed 
a hunger and a drive that will benefit 
not only the Connor Reserve faithful, 
but the Foxtel Cup in general, and no 
doubt many lovers of exciting football 
everywhere. Goal! Weekly caught up 
with Goran during the week. 


A remarkable turnaround last week 

coming back from 2-0 down to win 
2-3 against Green Gully, did you expect 
such a result? 

To be perfectly honest, I knew it was 

going to be a tough game. When you’re 
playing any side in the top six it’s never going 
to be easy. For us there was always a lot in it 
and quite a bit at stake - top spot has always 
been one of our targets for this year. We had 
a very ordinary first half, but we managed to 
turn it around for the second half, which was 
an amazing effort by all the players. 


In your opinion, what was the catalyst in 
that game that turned things around so 
dramatically? 

First of all, we had a slow start to the game 
and regardless what we tried to do, was prov- 
ing difficult. The Green Gully outfit were on 
their toes the first forty-five minutes and sig- 
nificantly everything they touched was just 
gold. If you were watching it from the out- 
side it would have looked fantastic, and you 
would have thought, “Gee, what a side”. My 
theory was that I couldn’t see them sustain 
that pace for the entire second half. After 
the second half resumed we changed a few 
things around, took a defender off for an ex- 
tra attacker, with the attitude that we’ve got 
absolutely nothing to lose. I thought that if 
we could snatch a goal, then we might be 
able to snatch a result with a draw. In the 
end, to snatch the three points was a fantastic 
effort by all the fellas. 


Anything significant said at half-time that 
you can share with our readers? 

As a coach you try and remain as calm as 
possible in a situation like that at half-time. 
The good thing about it was that the boys 
were pretty upset with their efforts in the 
first-half, and that more or less did half of 
my job of trying to motivate them. The boys 
have set themselves high standards for this 
year which makes my job a lot easier in the 
end. They really wanted to get something 
out of that game and we spoke about a few 
things that we thought might help us achieve 
that. In the end, they’re the ones who went 
out there and did the job - I was just on the 
sidelines trying to guide them. It was a mas- 
sive challenge and all credit to the boys who 
were on the park, and to those that came off 
the bench. 


So, no tea cups thrown at the break?

Another huge game tomorrow against 
Oakleigh Cannons, how are you going to 
prepare the squad after such a rollercoast- 
er ride last week? 

I’ve tried to instil some sort of culture this

year to my players that we need to get maxi- 
mum points at home. We need to make our 
home venue, Connor Reserve, a fortress, 
which I believe is very important in any 
competition you play in. So far, we’ve only 
lost once at home, which is the only game 
we’ve lost so far all year, which was dis- 
appointing. Oakleigh are a very strong and 
powerful side, but I suspect they are a little 
bit slow at the back, so we’re going to have 
to be on our toes to try and exploit that aspect 
of their game. 


In recent seasons, Preston has started 
the season rather slowly before making a 
surge up the table and pushing for the Top 
Six, what’s been the difference this year? 
In my opinion, it’s all about concentration 
and determination. When I came to the club 
last year the team was struggling and it was 
a very tough task to get the squad motivated 
week in, week out, but in the end we got 
some great results and I think we were a little 
unfortunate to miss out on the Top Six. Obvi- 
ously, ’ve been telling the players this time 
around that we need to get off to a strong 
start, and we need to make sure that we don’t 
fall behind. I feel that they’ve understood 
the situation so that we can set up our season 
from the first-half of the season. We can sit 
and talk about it all day but in the end, ac- 
tions speak louder than words, and I’m glad 
to say that they’ve gone out and done that on 
the park. 


With the club reportedly financially 
strained, players obliging by playing for 
free, do you think the current predica- 
ment inadvertently has made the players 
play for the shirt more so than ever be- 
fore? 

It’s hard to say, I mean, a lot of the players 
in my squad that have a Macedonian back- 
ground also have a history with the club. 
They’ve either been brought up through the 
ranks or have supported the club over the 
past couple of decades. There’s always been 
a lot of passion there and a lot of the Mace- 
donian players that have watched Preston in 
the past or have always wanted to play for 


the club, have managed to reiterate that pas- 
sion. Of course, even the players that aren’t 
from a Macedonian background have been 
fantastic. I think that has been the key for us 
so far this year. I wanted to make sure that 
the players I bring into the side this year are 
good characters and are determined to be 
successful, and I think that’s very important 
as well. At the end of the day, the club is pay- 
ing the wages and they should be passion- 
ate about the club and about the boys they’re 
playing with. 


On the park, who has been most influen- 
tial for you? 

I think collectively the majority of the 
team have been pretty influential, one way 
or another. Our most outstanding player to 
date has probably been Issy Erdogan, who 
ironically, didn’t actually have a great game 
last weekend against Green Gully. But, he’s 
been fantastic and consistent in defence. 
He’s been quite versatile - playing stopper, 
right back, he’s even played left back for us. 
There’s a number of players who are in there 
— Pece Siveski, our captain, has been very 
consistent, Marinos Gasparis has been great 
the last month, Steven Pace, Les Anastasiou 
has been fantastic, even young Stephen Ma- 
salkovski, who’s having his first year on the 
park, has been quite good too. 


They say there’s plenty of room at the top 
but never any room to sit down. Consid- 
ering the competition is at the half-way 
stage, how do you envisage remaining up 
there? 

From our perspective, no matter where Pres- 
ton sits on the ladder, we’re always in for a 
tough game because everyone wants to knock 
off the Lions. I’ve got to drill that into the 
players, that regardless where we’re sitting 
on the table, we need to prepare and expect 
a solid hit-out. We’ve done well to be where 
we’re at this stage of the season, but obvi- 
ously our next challenge is to remain there. 
As far as I’m concerned, top two is very im- 
portant. It would be great to finish first, but 
in the end we do have Play-Offs, and I think 
a double a chance is a priority.

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KEWELL, CAHILL ON TARGET FOR ASIAN CUP 


English Premier League stars Harry 
Kewell and Tim Cahill are ready to be 
unleashed at next month’s Asian Cup, 
Australian coach Graham Arnold said 
Friday. 

The recovering Merseyside duo 
will head into the Australian team’s training 
camp in Singapore next week ahead of the 
Socceroos’ July 8 Asian Cup opener against 
Oman in Bangkok, Arnold said. 

Arnold said he spoke with Kewell 
this week and the Liverpool midfielder was 
keen to play for his country after overcoming 
foot and groin problems which have 
plagued him since last year’s World Cup in 
Germany. 

“He’s fit, he’s ready to go, he can’t 
wait to get into camp in Singapore,” Arnold 
told reporters. 

“Everything was very positive. 
We’re in contact with Liverpool all the time 
about his fitness levels and how we handle 
the initial part of (his comeback).” 

Arnold wants to use Kewell behind 


striker Mark Viduka in a tandem strike force 
at the Asian Cup to improve the Socceroos’ 
goalscoring output. 

Cahill, who missed the last two months of 
the English Premier League season after 
breaking a bone in his foot, is also on target 
to play against Oman. 

The attacking Everton midfielder 

has been recuperating in Sydney, and Arnold 
confirmed he was progressing well. 
“Timmy is running, he’s on course to be 
training fully in Singapore, but I’d say the 
Singapore game (on June 30) is too early for 
him,” Arnold said. 

The Australians are scheduled 
to arrive in Singapore on Thursday to 
acclimatise to the hot, humid conditions they 
will experience in Bangkok for their Asian 
Cup pool games against Oman, Iraq and 
Thailand. 

Striker John Aloisi is likely to be 
excused for the first few days of the training 
camp after only completing his Spanish club 
commitments with Alaves this weekend. 


“He has his last competition game this 
Sunday for Alaves and he hasn’t had a break 
at all,” Arnold said. 

“T might give him an extra week before he 
comes in to freshen him up.”

Allsopp and Boutsiants net doubles in trial match 


Danny Allsopp scored two goals, while 
new recruit Joseph Keenan nodded home 
the winner as Melbourne Victory defeated 
Victorian Foxtel Cup side Oakleigh 
Cannons 3-2 in a trial match at Jack 
Edwards Reserve last Wednesday night. 

An impressive crowd of over 4000 
were on hand as former National Soccer 
League star Con Boutsianis equalised twice 
for Oakleigh, before Keenan connected with 
an Adrian Caceres cross to give Victory the 
lead after 78 minutes. 

The trial match also marked the 
return of young defender Daniel Piorkowski, 
who came off the bench at the beginning of 
the second half, in his first appearance for 
Victory since a hamstring injury sidelined 
him in December last year. 

Victory coach Ernie Merrick said 
his side had a number of chances throughout 
the night and are on track for upcoming 
matches against the China national team, 
Chinese Super League side Tianjin Teda and 
the 2007 Pre-Season Cup. 

“Tt was really entertaining stuff in 
front of another fantastic crowd,” Merrick 
said. “It’s incredible to get over 4000 people 
on a night like this and there are so many 
kids around.

Of the group of sides battling for fifth 
place, Sandringham was the one that 
enjoyed success this weekend, with a 1-0 
victory over the University of Melbourne 
at RJ Sillitoe Reserve on Saturday. One 
second half goal was all that separated 
the sides, and the closeness of the result 
is hardly surprising, given that the first 
meeting between the sides ended all 
square.

“He’s doing well. I spoke to him today and 
he told me that he feels perfectly fine and is 
available.” 

He added: “He was and still is a great player. 
over the past two months he’s regained all his 
physical condition and without a doubt is one 
of the best players I’ve ever coached.”

England Round-up 
THE FOREIGN LEAGUE 


This week newly promoted Birmingham 
City, released a statement to the Stock 
Exchange confirming they have been 
approached about a possible takeover 
bid. Further rumours have suggested 
that the interested party is a Far East- 
based businessman offering £70m. 
Meanwhile, the former Thai Prime 
Minister Thaksin Shinawatra, who 
failed to buy Liverpool three years ago, 
has reported to have made a £100m bid 
for Manchester City. 


Last year Portsmouth, Aston Villa 
and West Ham all changed hands, the 
previous year Manchester United and this 
year Liverpool were sold to American 
companies. Following from the Roman 
Abramovich Russian revolution at Chelsea 
it appears that the Premiership is becoming 
a Rich man’s must have accessory. Is the 
Premiership losing its English identity? 


In the 1990s, the Premiership was born and 
the new enriched television revenue helped 
the English football grow in economic 
value. The clubs dabbled in the stock 
market, but some serious overspending 
and relegation issues proved disastrous 
for a number of clubs. Leeds United 
was a prime example of the spectacular 
fall from grace. English Chairmen were 
getting their fingers burnt and clubs were 
suddenly looking for bigger fish in order 
to gain control. No longer happy with 
wealthy local businessmen, clubs sought 
benefactors from the world’s rich list. 


Abramovich’s purchase of Chelsea 
sparked a new era in ownership: American 
businessman Malcolm Glazer renewed his 
interest and purchased Manchester United, 
Russian billionaire Alexandre Gaydamak 
invested £20m in Pompey and then took 
over the club for a sum of £32m, American 
Randy Lerner bought Aston Villa for £62m, 


then the Icelandic consortium headed by 
Eggert Magnusson took ownership of 
West Ham for £105m. This year Liverpool 
and Arsenal were almost bought by the 
Dubai International Capital group, while 
Liverpool elected for the American Dollars 
of the combined fortunes of Gillett and 
Hicks. 


First it was the influx of foreign players 
that were engulfing the clubs now it is the 
ownership. There are so many cards on the 
table: Manchester City and Birmingham 
City currently in talks, Arsenal linked with 
American interest, Tottenham and Fulham 
being sited for acquisition and the Reading 
owner announcing his willingness to sell. 
Then there is American Robert Earl, 
owner of Planet Hollywood, investing 
into Everton. The Premiership is no longer 
pure-blooded English business. While, the 
British sports retail mogul Mike Ashley 
who bought about 70% of Newcastle 
United’s shares this month, with a view 
to owning 75% that would trigger a full 
takeover is somewhat of a home grown 
rarity. Why has owning an English club 
become such an attractive proposition, 
why choose the English Premiership, and 
is this new investment good for the game? 


To answer the first question is easy, it’s the 
money. TV money has grown and the new 
deals will bring in £2.7bn over the next 
three years. Even ending bottom of the 
league will now guarantee at least £26m 
next season, this is just £4m less than 
Chelsea got for finishing top in 2006. This 
means that the route to the Premiership is 
the biggest financial prize in world football; 
with the Championship play-off final is 
worth at least £40m to the winners. 

Why the Premiership? English clubs are 
easy to buy as there are no restrictions on 
foreign ownership. Spanish clubs like Real 
Madrid and Barcelona are owned by their

fans, and Italy’s major clubs are already 
owned by rich families. There just isn’t 
the same global interest in any of the other 
leagues. Basically, all sports are envious of 
the global brand of the ‘EPL’. 


Is it a good thing? While it’s not healthy 
for clubs to depend on a single benefactor 
because one day that benefactor may dry 
up or become bored with their new toy, the 
short-term effect of investment in players 
and infrastructure is welcomed by the fans. 
But with six clubs under foreign ownership 
and another half a dozen on the verge, 
what would happen if they decided that the 
Premiership wasn’t enough for them and 


that it didn’t guarantee them their financial 
security? Could they breakaway, like the 
old First Division did when they formed 
the Premiership, and set up a Super League 
without the financial threat of relegation? 
Or choose not to play away to Scunthorpe 
United in the League Cup on a Wednesday 
night as the gate or TV money didn’t 
warrant it to be a good financial move? 
Or could they even manipulate the rules to 
better suit the TV franchise, a game of two 
halves become four quarters, with more 
add breaks, maybe I am getting paranoid, 
but the list of possible sell-out scenarios 
could be endless...

Firstly there is the language barrier

Many of Colo-Colo’s 
star players were off to Europe at the end 
of the season so every home game was un- 
missable.

Match Day 

I had forgotten to pre-buy tickets that week so 
I was forced to head out and try my luck with 
scalpers.

Argentina 
Unlike my experience in Chile I actually 
entered a stadium in Argentina and to my 
luck I got to visit the Bombonera, home of 
Boca Juniors, twice. 

Recognised by many as a mythical 
stadium, which only the best teams in 
the world can come out as victors. The 
Bombonera actually looks like a D and its 
three levels are so steep that every seat gets 
a good view. Its structure also amplifies 
the non-stop chanting which is incredible 
especially at times when the entire stadium 
sings along.
